AT STADIUM SATURDAY. SCORE WAS : 
McGILL 68, VARSITY 39, QUEENS 10 




Track Club Scored Great Success Far Outdistancing Their 
Nearest Competitor At Meet — 1500 Present — Sta- 
dium Dedicated To the Late Percival Motëo, —Large 
Attendance Of Rooters Made Great Hit ~ Kennedy 
Scored Highest Aggregate With Hamilton a Close 
Second — No Records Broken Owing To High Wind 
—Close Finish To Three Mile Race. 




The second series of Inter-Collo- 
tiftto sports to ho hold at MrGlll dur- 
ing the lam week, was tho very suc- 
cessful Track Meet which took place 
.Saturday afternoon. The attendance 
was MUlsfartory and numbered about 
1600 very enthusiastic women anil 
mm. The Hooters' Club was out In 
all Its glory, and the exhibition, which 
It gave was beyond the expeetntion of 
all In excellence. The effects of tho 
recent practices which have been he'd 
was easily seen, uud our decisive vic- 
tory on the track and field was In a 
large measure due to the support 
which the contestants received from 
their college churns In the stand. 

The spectators from the It. V. C. 
were aboul 160 in number, and their 
enthusiasm was no less than that of 
tin' stronger sex. 

The Unies made In tho various track 
event:-, were slow owing to n very high 
west wind, against which the men 
had to run. The weather too grew 
cold, but the events were run off In 
quick succession and the various com- 
petitors did not seem to mind the fri- 
gidity.

la view of the fact that this was the 
firtt lnter-collegur-f ovctn held In too 
McGlll Stadium since It was com- 
pleted In 1914, the occasion was taken 
advantage of to formally open and de- 
dicate It lo the memory of Capt. Per- 
chai Molson, MX'., who was killed In 
action on July i, 1317, and whoso 
munificence contributed largely to 
make the building of Ihe structure 
possible. 

After the two hundred and twenty 
yards dash had been run off, the de- 
dication of the Stadium was proceeded 
with. Dean Moyse. of (he FueliHv of 
Arts, who delivered the address to 
Lieut.-Col, Herbert Molson. M.C.. 
spoke as follows: 

The McGlll Graduates' Stadium 
Committee has the houor to ask yo'i 
to accept this address on the occasion 
of the dedication of this stadium to 
the memory of your brother. Captain 
Percival .Molson. M.C.. who graduated 
i nthe Faculty of Arts In Mini, and 
in the Faculty of Arts in 1001, 
Governors in 1913, 



The record of Captain Percival Mol- 
son In University sports shows that he 
was one of the very best all-round 
athletes that McGill University has 
ever produced. In bis undergraduate 
days he represented bis Alma Mater 
in all forms or athletics, tncludlng 
football .hockey and track and field 
sports. Yet, In thinking of Captain 
Percival Molson. It Is not so much 
his successes In the athletic field that 
dwell in our memory as tho spirit or 
manliness and generosity which ho 
brought to, and did so much to foster 
In, University sport. 

In the early months of the war Cap- 
tain Percival Molson qualified for his 
commission, and assisted Major G. C. 
MacDonald, M.C., to organize the 
Second Universities' Company for 
overseas' service. He Joined the 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry in France In Oetober, 1916. 
So severely wounded was be in the 
course of tho sanguinary struggles at 
Hooge and Observatory Ridge In June, 
1016, that nearly a year passed before 
he was fit for service again, but for 
a man of his temper there was one 
place only— the front line. He re- 
joined his battalion with the rank of ■ 
Captain, and with tho distinction of 
tho Military Cross. A few weeks 
later, on July 4. 1017, he fell In action j 
at Avion and was burled In Vlllers- i 
au-Bols Station Cemetery. Through- ! 
out his military career Captain Porcl- 
val Molson displayed an unselfish pa- 
triotism and single-minded devotion 
to duty that inspired all those with 
whom he was brought Into contact. 

Knowing the value of sport and 
sportsmanship in building up a heal- 
thy body as well as In forming char- 
acter, Captain Percival Molson re- i 
solved to signalize it by the munifi- 
cent donatlou of seventy- five thousand 
dollars towardn the -construction ot 
this Stadium. It bears his name and 
perpetuates It forever— a worthy mon- 
ument to a man who displayed In this 
practical energies of academic and 
civic life qualities of the highest man- 
hood and citizenship. .This gift is 
accepted by a thankful University and ; 
acclaimed by its gratefiiEâtUdcniS. 

Til© Chairman or the ~Mè(ïiJ] Gra- i 
duati'S' Stadium Committee (lien for- j 
mally pronounced the Stadium opened. 
Following this, l.t.-Col. Herbert Mol- 
Bon.^ln accepting the address, replied 
m Dean Moyse, mentioning the great 
Interest that Percival Molson had al- 
ways taken in the development of al! 
phases of student activity. He felt 
proud, he said, of such a worthy mon- 
ument being dedicated to the memory 
of bin brother. In concluding the 
ceremony, everybody stood up and 
sang "Hall, Alma Mater," (he Univer- 
sity hymn. 

After the dedication had been com- 
pleted the actual, was continued. 
This second part furnished more 
thrills than the first, notably In the 
Discus throw, the three miles and the 
Relay race. 

The winner of the Discus throw was 
Foster, of Toronto. His mark was 
111 ft. 5 In., which is one Inch less 
than the Inter-Colleginte record.

HOLD WEEKLY MEET 

Prof. Lochead Delivers Inter- 
esting Lecture. 

Morning. Oct. 26, tne Macdonald Col- 
lege Y.M.C.A. held Its usual weeklv 
meeting. The men students who wei.' 
present had the privilege of hearing a 
very enlightening and interesting talk 
hy Prof, l.ochead. of the Biology lie. 
partment of Mncdonald College. 

Prof. Lochrad's topic was "Our Phil- 
osophy of Life." After defining this to 
be simply a religion in life he proceed- 
ed to emphasize Its Importance. He 
said that when a man was young and 
when everything was coming Ills way 
he did not feel any deep need of a rell- 
Klon, but when he began to get old and 
when tltnea of adversity came, then 
was the time when a philosophy of 
llfo proved worth while. A man with- 
out a philosophy at this time -was like 
a. house built without a plan. Every- 
body has a career of some kind *o 
build; it may be poor, mediocre, or 
good, but something muat be built. 
Hence the Importance of going through 
llfo with a definite plan or religion 
which will result In a career of tome 
value. 

Passing on from the Importance of 
the subject, tho speaker declared that 
tho best source of a philosophy was the 
Bible. Many did not read tho Bible be- 
cause they had no tise for the church, 
or because thev wore unahle to inter- 
pret its teachings. Students la science, 
especially, often became puzzled when 
comparing conclusions from tholr stu- 
dies with teachings in the Bible. How- 
ever, if one considered the tendency of 
Oriental wrltera and speakers to clothe 
their ideas in parables and figurative 
language this would lead one to put an 
Interpretation on Hlble stories differed 
to that of their literal meaning. 

In conclusion. Prof. Lochead declared 
that if a little more thought and rea- 
son were given to tho study and Inter- 
pretation of tho Bible, a stronger phil- 
osophy of life could be built up. This 
philosophy would result In a life ,* 
usefulness which would ho a source of 
satisfaction to the Individual himself 
and to aoelety In general as well.

Saturday piorning ihe geology clnss 
invaded nn.other piece "f territory, ad- 
jacent to Montrpal, which from n geo- 
logical iKiInt of view Is most Interest- 
ing. About 9.30 many students, armed 
with hammers and cnrrylng notebooks 
were seen hurrying towards the docks 
Of Montreal harbour. Here, due to tie- 
kindness of the Harbour Commission- 
ers, the lug "John Young" was waiting 
with steam up and after much puffins 
and blowing tho noble yacht got under 
way for regions more distant, whlc'i 
atferwarda turned out to bo the rooky 

shores of St. Helen's Island. 

Having once got rid of Its passen- 
gers, the tug pulled away and the party 
was marooned, for the time being nl 
least. Dr. Bancroft thon led the way 
towards the soul hern point. Bore one 
>ees she thin laminated lieils of Utlca 
Shale hu called because they were flr.it 
observed ami studied at Utlca. Overly- 
ing the shale at this point is a sheet bf 
Igneous rock which wan intruded dur- 
ing the period of activity of ML Itoyal 
and which protects the softer shale 
from bolng weathered ami worn by the | 
Irresistible forces of Nature. Above 
and beside s;. Helen's Island are many 
rapids in the river caused by the dyke* 
Of Igneous rock which withstand and 
wear and tear much bettor than the 
soft Utlca Shale; thus the water 
grinds out the soft roclt and leaves the 
hard résistant material to form ridgOS 
ami ràpjds In the river. Dut to Ihe In- 
tense baking or the shale by tho mother 
Igneous Intrusions few fossils, nre 
found in it on St. Helen's Island. 
Strewn in the nhnllow water and on 
the Island are monuments and land- 
marks of the glacial action and of pack 
Ice: these rocks are immigrants iroin 
the north and I.aurentlans or from 
farther up the river whence they have 
been floated down by the' Ice and U-f t 
behind when it melted. 

Proceeding along the shore, Dr. Ban- 
croft drew the attention of the party So 
the outcrop of breech In which form< 
the entire part of l.he north end of the 
Island. This Igneous brccehln consists 
of angular fragments of rock comonteù 
together by Igneous material. This con- 
dition bus resulted from nn igneous 
muss or rock trying to smash Its wuv|B 
up through thé solid sholl of the earth,! : 
up through the beds of dolomite, sand-i 
stone, limestone and shale but faille?' 
lo break through to the surface has 
solidified and cemented together all Ihe 
rocks which it has ground up. In the 
breechia we find not only rocks which 
occur fnr down beneath the present 
land surface but also rocks which, were 
hundreds of feel higher up Hum the 
highest point of the island. This serves 
to stiow that the molten rock must 
have been very liquid and foaming 
around so as to distribute these rocks 
so well and also thnt an enormous 
amount of rock and earth must have] 
been taken away to our southern 
neighbours, the United Slates. One of 
the rocks which was once far up above 
the present land surface Is Devonian 
limestone and one largo intrusion 
this material was found and examined. 

As the tug was duo to arrive in a 
short time, the party started back *.o 
the Innding. On arriving- there they 
found thn boat wnlliug and without 
any delay everybody climbed .aboard 
and the home trip began.
